SECTIONAL FEELING AROUSED AT YALE 


Senior Class Plants Ivy from the Tomb 
of Gen. Lee and Is Both Criti- 
ecised and Threatened. 


New Haven, Conn., June 22.—[Special.}]— 
Yale’s commencement exercises today were 
marked by an incident as unfortunate as 
unusual. The senior class voted heartily to 
accept as class ivy a sprig of the rare vine 
from the tomb of Robert E. Lee. It was to 
be planted at dusk this evening. 

At noon the Rev. Dr. Twichell of Hartford, 
a member of the corporation and a former 
Captain in the Union army, delivered the 
dedicatory address to the memorial statue 
of the late President Woolsey. He told of 
the persistency with which he plied Dr. 
Twichell on matters of news pertaining to 
the Yale men in the South. “He was a 
Union man, heart and soul,” said Dt. Twich- 
ell, “‘and it would make this bronze statue 
avert its heart were he to Know that the 
graduating class of Yale were to plant on 
the walls of a building on the campus an 
ivy from the grave of Gen. Robert E. Lee. 
Gen. Lee was a good man, but he was loyal 
to an infamous cause.“ 

This utterance of Dr. Twichell came like 
a clap of thunder from a clear sky. it was 
the surprise of the commencement exercises 
thus far. There was, though, no demonstra- 
tion till he had finished, then the expression 
became at orice the talk of the throng which 
surrounded the statue. A number of profes- 
sors declared the speech was very ill advised. 
The members of the senior class especially 
regretted the utterance. 

‘One of the most prominent members of the 
class said: *‘ We were offered the ivy and 
accepted it with the best of feeling. It was 
offered with a spirit of reconciliation and 
accepted in the same spirit. Hundreds of 
Southern men have come to Yale, especially 
before the war, and certainly the act of 
accepting the ivy was one taken by all 
parties soncerned in the kindliest spirit.” 

The Ivy committee, startled at the radical 
utterance, met immediately after the ora- 

tion, but unanimously voted to plant the 
ivy, which was done as scheduled. Several 
Union soldiers who are back for graduation 
threatened to tear up the vine, but were 
given to understand they would be dealt 
summarily with if they attempted it. The 
ivy has not been touched.

Berlin, June 22.—{Copyrighted, 1896, by the 
New York Journal.]—The directors of Berlin 
museums have been informed that Turks 
have stolen every vestige of Jupiter’s tem- 
ples, which were excavated by Humann and 
Gantringer near Magnesia, in Jonia, at the 
Kaiser’s expense. 

These were among the most magnificent 


of marble and bronze. 

The Turks thus destroyed the labor of a 
decade that gave to the world of art and his- 
tory some of its most highly cherished treas- 
ures. 

The Greek bondholders of Germany have 
petitioned the Foreign Office to collect the 
Greek debt, if necessary, by sending war- 
ships to Athens. 


EUROPE 18 DEMANDING BIMETALLISM.

POWER FROM HOT WATER, 


POSSIBLE REVOLUTION FOR RAIL- 
ROAD AND OTHER TRAFFIC. 


New York Central, It Is Said, Has Been 
Making Secret Experiments for 
More than a Year and Claims to 
Have Solved a Problem—Merit of 
the New Motor Is Its Cheapness, Ex- 
pensive Plants Not Being Required 
New Application of an Old idea. 

New York, June 22.—[Special.]—Final ex- 
periments will be made during the present 
week with a motor which, it is confidently 
expected, will revolutionize traffic on rail- 
roads. For over a year officials of the New 

York Central railroad have been experi- 

menting with it. 

The experiments have been conducted ir 


secret, and it was given out that the motive 


power was only a new application of elec- 
tricity. 

But this new power is neither electricity 
nor compressed air. It is hot water, under 
enormous pressure, stored in supply boilers, 
and then charged, under the same pressure, 
into the battery cylinders of the motor. 

The great merit of the motor is its cheap- 


MINIMUM POPULATION IS 4,780,000 


City Council Officially Declares for a 
Figure Based on the Recent 
Postal Census, 


The City Council last night officially de- 
elared the minimum population of Chi- 
cago to be 1,750,000. This action, the Coun- 
cil holds, is final. It was taken in pur- 
suance of a communication sent in by 
Health Commissioner Kerr. Ald. Campbell 
presented the resolutions, which were adop- 
ted, as follows: 

‘* Whereas, A recent enumeration by the 
United States postal Authorities shows that 
there are 202,511 habitations in the City of 
Chicago, exclusive of stores, office buildings, 
factories, and other places not used for 
dwelling purposes; and 

‘Whereas, The United States census au- 
thorities in 1890 found the average number 
of persons in each such habitation was 8.6; 
and . 

‘“‘ Whereas, It is desirable for certain mu- 
nicipal purposes that the population of the 
city be fixed and declared; therefore it is 
hereby 

„Resolved, That the minimum population 
of the City of Chicago, fiscal year 1896, be 
held to be that détermined by the above 
factors, that is to say, in round numbers, 
1,750,000.”" 


SHOOTS TWO BOLD THUGS. 


JOHN CLARK KILLS WILLIAM MARO- 
NY AND WOUNDS JAMES BARTLY. 


Proprietor of the Saloon No. 515 Clark 
Street, Warned of a Second Raid by 
Men Who Held Up an Employe 
There Earlier in the Day, Arms 
Himself and Awaits Their Coming 
—Deadly Battle Fought in a Wine 
Room. 

William Marony, an ex-convict and a mem- 
ber of the Henry street gang, was shot and 
killed, and James Bartly, another mémber 
of the same gang, was fatally wounded at 
8:45 o'clock last night by John Clark at his 
saloon, No. 515 Clark street. 

The two men, who were “ hangers-on ” 
about the place, had held up Clark’s bartend- 
er, Sam Harris, early in the morning, rob- 
bing him of a gold ring and a small sum of 
money. They had expected to get the con- 
tents of the money drawer, but failed, and 
in revenge gave Harris a severe beating. 

As they went away after the morning rob- 
bery they told Harris they would come 
again, and when later in the day Clark was 
informed of this threat he went out and pur-

That point is the injection of hot water in- 
stead of steam alone into the working cylin- 
ders of his engines. Such an attempt seems 
visionary, for engineers have always made 
every effort to keep water out of the eylin- 
ders. But the hot water injected into the 
working cylinders turns into steam before it 
finishes its course through the pipes.

New York, June 22.—[{Special.]—Unless sig- 
nificant signs fail the squadron of United 
States warships just now, stationed in the 


Harbor of New York will be dispatched soon | 


on an important mission. Those who should 
be in a position to know say the destination 
will be the coast of Cuba. 

The idea that the cruisers were under or- 


‘ders for Cuba Was suggested today at a 


meeting of the Methodist ministers at No. 
150 Fifth avenue, when it was declared that 
the usual Sunday services were dispensed 
with because of extra work required to pre- 
Pare the boats for the expedition. 

The navy yard officials profess secrecy 
about the orders and say that the services 
were held as usual. 

However, these signifigant facts have been 
noted. During the last week work on all 
the vessels has been doubled in response to 
a special order received from the Secretary of 
the Navy. The nature of this order cannot 
be ascertained. Nearly 300 additional work- 
men, including caulkers, painters, ship- 
wrights, carpenters, and general laborers, 
have been busily preparing the squadron for 
active sea service. 

Every boat of the North Atlantic squadron 
except the New York, which is stilt in dry 
dock, was taking in coal yesterday. The 
New York can be ready for sailing within a 
few days. All the others are prepared to 
sail at a moment’s notice. 

On the Newark, Montgomery, Cincinnati, 


and Indiana, anchored off Staten Island, |

George Tilton of Vermillion ts also 
a candidate, but there are some gold men on 
the Vermillion delegation who are urging the 
name of E. R. E. Kimbrough of Danville, 
thus Vermillion is divided. 


Situation in the Thirteenth, 


In the Thirteenth District it, is probable 
that McLean and Douglas will name the 
delegates. Mr. Brinton does not want to re- 
turn to the State Central committee, and he 
can be one of the delegates. Prof. David 
Felmley of Normal is likely to be selected. 
Col. Heffernan of Bloomington is also a 
candidate, but it looks today as though 
Felmley would win out. 

In the Fourteenth District Hardy Masters 
of Lewiston will be one of the delegates from 
present appearances, and if Judge Worth- 
ington ts not selected as a delegate-at-large 
he will be the other. 

The Fifteenth District_is the only one in 
Illinois where the gold mien stand any show, 
and from present appearances it looks as 
though the delegation would be divided in 
the district caucus tomorrow. However, a 
silver man will be substituted for the gold 
Gelegate when the report is presented to the 
State convention. This district is composed 
of seven counties. Adams County has nine- 
teen votes instructed for gold. Warren has 
six votes uninstructed. Henderson has two 
votes uninstructed. The two latter are sup- 
posed to be for gold. This gives twenty- 
seven delegates for gold. Hancock has ten 
votes, McDonough eight, Brown four, Schuy- 
ler five; total, twenty-seven instructed for 
silver. Neither of the Henderson delegates 
has arrived yet, and they are being sought 
by both sides of the controversy. Hender- 
son can compel a division in the district or it 
can select the silver delegates. On the gold 
side Chester A. Babcock and Charles Will- 
lamson of Quincy are candidates for dele- 
gates, and when Warren arrives it will have 
at least one candidate. These are for gold. 
Truman Plants of Warsaw is a silver candi- 
date. An opportunity is here presented for 
little Henderson to get both delegates to the 
rational convention if silver men can be 
named. 

The delegates from the Sixteenth District 
held a caucus tonight and the Hinrichsen 
slate went through with very little friction. 
A. H. Bell of Carlinville, the Temporary 
Chairman of the convention, and Frank Rob- 
inson of Virginia are the delegates to the 
national convention. Arthur Bentley of 
Pittsfield is the State Central Committee- 
man, and Jersey and Calhoun Counties will 
select the alternates to Chicago. 

Editor Henry W. Clendenin of the Spring- 
field State Register and Judge Nelson of 
Decatur will be the delegates from the Sev- 
enteenth District. There may be other am- 
bitious gentlemen, but these two will be 
selected. ‘ 

In the Eighteenth Distriet Madison Coun- 
ty could get a delegate if she could unite on 
aman, but after all Madison will probably be 
satisfied with the selection of Maj. Prickett 
as State Treasurer. Charley Bliss, editor 
of the Hillsboro News, and ex-Senator W. 
M. Farmer of Vandalia, are the most likely 
candidates for delegates from the Bight- 
eenth District. Shelby County doesn’t want 
it, for John W. Yantis wants to be nom- 
inated for Congress, and Moultrie County 
has a candidate for the State Board of 
Equalization, Senator Farmer is not an 
active candidate for the job, for he wants 
to run for Judge next year in place of 
Judge Fouke.

The Twenty-first District inoludes . the 
homes of Col. Morrison and ex-Congressman 
Foreman, It is almost certain that J. Nick 
Perrin of Belleville and Gen. W. A. J. Sparks 
of Carlyle will be the delegates. There are 
other ambitious gentlemen in this district 
who would like to go to Chicago and vote as 
Gov. ye shall demand, but these two are 
practically elected tonight. 

The Twenty-second istrict will send 
Lieut.-Gov. Joseph B. Gill of Murphysboro 
and Lawyer L. O. Whitnel of Vienna. Sen-

MRS. CARTER “A SMOOTH PIECE OF 
TITIAN HAIRED DUPLICITY,” 


Counsel Declares She Would Take In 
“Almost Any Man Whe Wears 
„Trousers "—Belasco Described as a 
Man Whese Lies Are Multiform, 
Variegated, Innumerable, and In- 
genious, but Always Dramdatic—Exs- 
timate of Mrs. Carter. 

New York, June 22.—[Special.]+The testi- 
mony having been closed when court ad- 
journed on Friday afternoon counsel 
summed up today when the trial of the suit 
of David Bélasco, playwright, against N. K. 
Fairbank of Chicago, entered upon its 
fourth week before Justice Giegerich in the 
Supreme Court. Horace E. Deming, counsel 
for Mr. Fairbank, began addressing the jury 
and, after cautioning the jurors to bear in 
mind that Charles L. Allen, who, it js al- 
leged, was Fairbank’s lawyer, was acting as 
Mrs. Carter's lawyer in the appeal of her 
divorce case, Mr. Deming exclaimed: 

“There never would have been a Carter

Mr. Deming then read with considerable 
dramatic effect the testimony of Belasco to 
the effect that at the outset of the enterprise 
Mr. Fairbank, after being told by Belasco 
that it would require $20,000, $30,000, per- 
haps $50,000 or $60,000 to launch Mrs. Carter 
as a successful star, sad: Go ahead, my 
boy. I make a million one day and lose it 
the next and make it again—I don’t care 
what I lose. | 

Not a Business Transaction. 

Is that the talk of a business+man?”’ ex- 
claimed Mr. Deming. “ Well, no one can 
call Mr..Fairbank a fool business- man. The 
first advances Mr. Fairbank made were 
made without expectation of returns.

She watched 
her counsel for cues, and sometimes she an- 
ticipated him, for she had learned her lines.

When Mr. Deming closed ex-Judge Ditten- 
hoefer announced he would address the jury 
on behalf of Mr. Belasco tomorrow.

Beginning with the shooting there was a 
scene of wild excitement in the saloon. It 
was filled with a crowd of men and women, 
such as always frequent it, and as shot suc- 
ceeded shot there was a scramble for the 
outside, and a chorus of oaths and screams. 

Clark. stood over his victims when the 
police entered. He was greatly excited at 
first, but soon became quiet and submitted 
to arrest. He was taken to the Harrison 
Street Station, together with his employé 
Harris and five of the women frequenters of 
the saloon. The saloon was then closed by 
the police. 1 

At the station Clark said he shot the men 
because he belleved his property and his life. 
as well as that of Harris, were in danger. He 
said that in the morning, after holding. up 
Harris, the two men had entered the saloon, 
and, displaying a revolver, said the next 
‘time they came somebody would get hurt. 
He said he thought it meant shooting, and 
with that belief he had purchased the two 

volvers. He said he thought the two men 
were armed when they entered the saloon at 
night, and for that reason he did not hesitate 
to shoot as soon as he entered the room 
“where thev were. ä 

Marony’s body was taken to Rolston’s 
morgue in Adams street, t when the po- 
lice, after carrying his body to the wagon on 
the outside, returned for what they supposed 
to be the dead body of Bartly they were 
surprised to find he had disappeared. In 
the excitement he escaped through the rear 
of the saloon and was taken by a friend to 
the County Hospital, where his wound was 
reported to be of a probably fatal character.

EX-SECRETARY BENJ. BRISTOW DIES. 


Succumbs to Peritonitis at His Home 
im New York After an Illness 
of Four Days Only. 


New York, June 22.—(Spectal.}—Benjamin 


H. Bristow, ex-Secretary of the Treasury | 


and once à leading Republican politician, 
died at noon today of peritonitis at his home, 
No. 27 West Fiftieth street. He was taken 
ill last Thursday. 

Benjamin Helm: Bristow was born in Elk- 
ton, Ky., in 1832, his father being a lawyer 
known throughout his State. He was grad- 
uated from Jefferson College, Pennsylvania, 
in 1851. On leaving college he entered the 
law office of his father at Elkton and con- 
tinued the study and practice of law with his 
father until 1857, when he removed to Hop- 
kinsville, Christian County, where, in part- 
nership with Judge R. L. Petree, he pufsued 
his profession until the breaking out of the 
war. Although his State was ‘wavering he 
entered the Union army as Lieutenant-Colo- 
nel of the Twenty-fifth Kentucky Regiment, 
commanded by Col. Shackleford, and dis- 
tinguished himself for bravery at the battles 
of Fort Henry and Fort Donelson and 
Shiloh, where he was wounded. Returning 
home in 1862 he was active in raising the 
Eighth Kentucky Cavalry, with which he 
entered the service as Lieutenant-Colonel 


and was soon made Colonel. This regiment 


was in many memorable battles, and was 
with that portion of the army which effected 
the capture of the Confederate raider, Gen. 
John Morgan. 

In the fall of 1863 he was elected to the 
State Senate from the Hopkinsville District 
of Kentucky. He was on the Committee on 
Military Affairs during the period of 1863- 
'64-"65, when he resigned his seat and es- 
tablished himself in the Louisville district 
from 1869 to 1870. He was appointed Solic- 
itor-General of the United States on the 
organization of the Department of Justice 
in 1870. In 1872 he resigned to become attor- 
ney of the Texas Pacific railroad, but soon 
returned to the practice of law in Louisville. 
He was nominated Attorney-General of the 
United States in 1873, but was not confirmed. 

In June, 1874, after the office of Secretary 
of the Treasury had become vacant by the 
resignation of Secretary Richardson, Presi- 
dent Grant appointed him to the vacant posi- 
tion. He is remembered chiefly in connec- 
tion with his administration for his warfare 
against the so-called Whisky ring.“ In 
1876 he resigned the office owing to private 
business. At the Republican National con- 
vention that year he was a candidate for the 
Presidential nomination, receiving 113 votes 
on the first ballot. In recent years he has 
practiced hig profession in this city. 


SIR AUGUSTUS HARRIS DIES IN LONDON, 


Stage Career of the Titled Manager- 
Actor—His Operatic Ventures in 
the Exiglish Metropolis. 


London,. June 22.—Sir Augustus Hdrris 
died this afternoon. 

Sir Augustus Harris was born of English» 
parents in Paris in 1852. His father, for 
whom he was named, was one of the best of 
London stage managers. His post at the 
time of his son’s birth was at Covent Garden 
Theater. The infancy and early childhood 
of Augustus were passed in London. Atthe 
age of 12 years he was sent to school in 
Paris, Carvalho, the opera comique man- 
ager; Faure, Brandus, and Adelina Patti 
were friends he made as a youngster in the 
French capital, His bent was all for the 
stage, but his father was determined that 
he shouldl be aman of affairs. 

When his father died in 1873 he became an 
actor, making his first appearance at the 
Theater Royal, Manchester, as Malcolm in 
Macbeth.“ 

Col. J. H. Mapleson soon afterward em- 
ployed him as assistant stage manager of 
his. opera company, and two weeks later 
made him principal stage manager. Lord 
Newry was his backer when, in 1876, 
he took the company of the Paris Odeon to 
London to act at the St. James’ Theater in 
Les .Danischeffs.’’ 

In 1879 he made his first venture In grand 

opera at Drury Lane. 
Sir Augustus went largely into the music 
hall business, and the big Empire Theater 
in the days of its costly and showy ballets 
was one of his pet enterprises. He lost 
money there. 

It is unlikely that Sir Augustus Harris 
has left a large fortune. He made much 
money, but expended it lavishly. 

In 1890 he sought and obtained a seat in 
the County Council from the Strand Division 
of London. In 1891 he became one of the 
Sheriffs of London. This ofilce brought to 
him his knighthood. 

All London called him Gus.“ He was 
of a Hebrew family, and properly proud of 
his race.

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MAYOR’S VETO OF CIVIL SERVICE 
INVESTIGATION 


! Resolutions Recalled, Reconsidered, 
and Placed on File—Petition for a 
Trolley System in Dearborn Street 
Various Railroad Matters—Legis- 
Jation for Independence Day—Ap- 
pointment of A. R. Porter as Police 
Magistrate—General Business. 


Here in brief is what the Council did 
last night: 

Recalled the resolutions passed two weeks 
ago ordering an investigation of the Civil 
+ ina Commissioners and placed them on

Received and referred to the Committee 
on Streets and Alleys South a petition from 
Dearborn street property-owners requesting 
the North Chicago Street railway company 
to change its Dearborn street system be- 
tween Lake and Polk streets from horse to 
trolley and to connect with the North State 
street line. 

Confirmed the Mayor’s appointment of A. 
R. Porter as Police Magistrate to succeed 
N. T. Robbins. 

Referred to the Committee on Finance a 
communication from City Treasurer Wolf, 
asking the Council to settle the dispute of 
authority between himself and the Con- 
troller over the disposition of certain funds. 

Passed an ordinance prohibiting any per- 
son placing explosives on the street car 
tracks on July 4. 

Referred to the Committee on Judiciary an 
ordinance prohibiting people from appear- 
ing in scanty bathing sults in public places. 

Sent te the Committee on Streets and 
Alleys South an ordinance permitting the 
General Eleetric company to build a street 
railway in Fifty-first street, from State 
street to Western avenue. 

Passed an order directing the Corporation 
Counsel to draw an ordinance requiring 
street railway companies to equip their 
— 2 cars with fenders, screens, and side 
rails. 

Referred to the Judiciary committee an 
ordinance requiring electrical contractors, 
wiremen, and operators to secure a license. 

Sent to the Committee on Health an ordi- 
nance providing for the inspection of cold 
storage houses. 

- Passed an order requesting the Corpora- 
tion Counsel to present an ordinance fixing 
Street car fares at three cents. 


Two weeks ago the Council passed resolu- 
tions severely criticising the Board of Civil 
Service Commissioners and ordering an in- 
vestigation of its work by the Committee on 
Civil Service, After hearing a veto last 
night from Mayor Swift, deploring the ac- 
tion then taken, the whole matter was re- 
calied and placed on file. 
Veto Message. 


Here is the Mayor’s message: 

At your meeting on June 11 your honora- 
ble body passed an order in the form of a 
resolution criticising in a severe and flippant 
manner the municipal civil service law and 
its administration, censuring the Civil Serv- 
ice Commission for alleged peculiar and arbi- 
trary rulings, and directing that the action 
of the commission be investigated by the 
Civil Service committee of your honorable 
body, I emphatically disapprove of this 
order or resolution. 

„The civil service law nowhere makes the 
Civil Service Commission subject to the con- 
trol of the City Council nor dependent upon 
the City Council, except for funds. This law 
repeals all prior laws and parts of laws in- 
consistent with it. Serious question has 
arisen in my mind whether the Council has 
any lawful power to investigate the commis- 
sion in any way whatever. Apart from this 
legal qhestion, which ought to prevent any 
hasty or inconsiderate action by your hon- 
orable body, the resolution is objectionable 
in attacking the administration of the law 
by the commission in advance of any due 
and formal inquiry upon the subject, and in 
flippantly assailing the law itself. 


Calls Action III-Advised. 

„am constrained to think upon refiec- 
tion you will conceive that your action was 
fll-advised and taken without proper delib- 
eration. if you wish to investigate the ad- 
ministration of the law and have the power 
to do so, there can be no reasonable objection 
to such action, but it is neither fair nor just 
to assail by formal resolution the conduct 
of the commission before investigating it, 
and your honorable body ought not to stand 
on record as attacking the civil service law 
in the manner shown in this resolution. 

“The law had the approval of our State 
Legislature and of the people of this city. 
Our citizens in the main approve it and de- 
sire it upheld. It may be that it contains 
defects, for human beings are rarely perfect, 
but it ought to be our aim to remove those 
defects and to make the law perfect as possi- 
ble rather than to destroy it. It can hardly 
be that you have meant deliberately to say 
that you have ‘no sympathy with this so- 
called civil service law.“ 

„ suggest that you reconsider your ac- 
tion upon this resolution, which must have 
been passed without sufficient thought.” 

At the conclusion: of the reading of the 


veto measure Ald. Kent of the Thirty-second 


Wa said that he regretted having voted 
for the passage of the resolutions, which he 
now regarded as having been antagonistic 
to the cause of civil service. They were, 
too, in his epinion, ridiculous and insulting 
to the commission. .- 

Ald. Coughlin took exception to this lan- 
guage. He announced that at the next 
election the First Ward will send a man to 
the Legislature on a silver platform, who 
will have the law amended so as to meet 
the views of his constituents. 

On motion of Ald. Kent the vote by which 
the resolutions were adopted was recon- 
sidered and they were placed on file. 

Trolley in Dearborn Street. 


A petition was presented from Dearborn 
street property-owners for a trolley line in 
that thoroughfare between the river and the 
Polk Street Depot. The plan contemplates 
an extension of the North State street line 
along Lake street to Dearborn, thence south 
to the railway station. 

At the meeting of the Council on March 
23 an ordinance was introduced granting 
permission to both the North and West Chi- 
cago: street railroad companies to operate 
their lines in the south division. of the city 
by electricity. That ordinance was sent to 
the Committee on Streets and Alleys South. 
There it has remained, without any action 
having been taken on it. 

Ald. Judah presented the petition from 
Dearborn street property-owners, represent- 
ing a majority of the frontage, asking that 
the North Chicago company be granted au- 
thority to change the motive power on its 
line in Dearborn street between the river 
and Polk street from that now in use to an 
overhead trolley system. It was referred 
to the Committee on Streets and Alleys 
South.

Controller Wetherell, who heard the docu- 
ment read, said it was a great surprise to 
him, because he and Wolf had agreed to 
submit their controversy to the courts for 
settlement,

A blouse waist with vest effect which is 
adjustable is appreciated by all women, 
allowing, as it does, of variety, with slight 
expenditure. 

The pattern hae a fitted lining, over which 
the material is laid; the front is gathered at 
the shoulder and belt, the back laid in plaits 
at the shoulders, and gathered at the waist.

THEY WAIT MANY YEARS, 


M. BOUGUREAU, THE ARTIST, WEDS 
ELIZABETH GARDNER. 


Have Been Engaged a Quarter of a 
Century, but Waited the Death of 
His Mother, Who Opposed the Match 
room Is Seventy-three Years of 
Age and His Bride Came to Him a 
Student Some Twenty-five Years 
Ago. 

Paris, June 22.—The wedding of Adolphe 
William Bouguereau; the distinguished 
French painter and a member of the insti- 
tute, and Miss Elizabeth Gardner, an Ameri- 
can lady who has been for many years his 
pupil. occurred very quietly today. The civil 
ceremony was performed at the Mairie of 
the Sixth District and the religious cere- 
mony in the chapel of the Convent of Notre 
Dame de Zion. The latter ceremony was 
private, only a dozen epople being present, 
including Mr. and Mrs. Ginin, Mr. and Mrs. 
Thomas, the United States Consul-General, 
Samuel E. Morss, and Mrs. Morss, and Mr. 
and Mrs. Tuck. The Bishop of Angers 
officiated. 

Miss Gardner’s witnesses to the ceremony

were Consul-General Morss and Mr. Tuck, 
while those for M. Bouguereau were Messrs. 
Ginin and Thomas. 

The chapel was beautifully decorated for 
the occasion and after the ceremony the 
guests sat down to a wedding breakfast at 
the residence of Mr. and Mrs. Tuck. The 
toast of the bride was responded to by Con- 
sul-General Morss. 

Miss Gardner was the first American wom- 
an to receive, in 1887, the gold medal of the 
Paris Salon for one of her pictures. M. 
Bouguereau is in his 73d year and owns one 
of the most artistic houses in Paris. He is 
an officer of the Academy and of the Legion 
of Honor. His portraits have brought from 
$1,000 to $10,000 each. Miss Gardner is a 
native of Exeter, N. H. She left her home 
over a quarter of a century ago to study art 
in Paris. After a few years she secured an 
easel in M. Bouguereau's atelier. Twenty- 
five years ago she became engaged to the 
master, she being then scarcely 20 years old. 

The first of Miss Gardner’s contributions, 
in 1872, was Cornelia and Her Jewels and

“Cinderella.” These were followed by 
Corinne in 1874, The Sorceress” in 
1875, The Fortune Teller in 1870, Ruth 
and Naomi in 1878, Moses in the Buil-

„ Priscilla in 1881, Daphne and Chloe 
in 1882, The Captive in 1883, and in 1885 
“A Corner of the Farm.“ Impudence,“ 
her picture of 1887, gained for her the Salon 
medal, which was then for the first time 
granted to an American woman. Since 1887 
she has exhibited ‘‘ The Two Mothers,“ In 
the Woods,” The Letter to the Grandson,”’ 
„Soap Bubbles,“ and By the Brook.” In 
1895 she made a new departure, as nearly 
all of her former paintings had had for sub- 
jects little children, the faces and forms 
of which she portrayed with wonderful 
charm and delicacy. * She then sent to the 
Salon her now famous picture of “ David the 
Shepherd,“ which canvas perhaps has won 
for her higher criticism than anything else 
she has ever painted. 

The length of the engagement of the two 
artists has always been a matter of sur- 
prise. It is said that M. Bouguereau’s moth- 
er, although she liked and admired the 
American girl, would not consent to her 
son's wife being of any other nationality 
but French. She was inexorable, and the 
plighted couple bowed to her will, though 
both were determined to remain constant. 
Recently Mme. Bouguereau died at the ripe 
age of 91 years, and with her death was re- 
moved the barrier to the long delayed union. 
M. Bouguereau has one daughter and a son, 
who is in the French army.

And it 
would seem plain that if we. under these condi- 
tions, open our mints to the free coinage of silver 
and gold at a ratio of comparative talue, which 
is largely at variance with the commercial value 
of the two metala, we must take the entire silver 
surplus ourselves, maintain its parity with gold, 
or else we shall zo to a silver basis. 

As to the hopelessness of the United 
States attempting free coinage alone he 
says: 

France in 18765 closed its mints against silver and 
abandoned this experiment, deeming itself un- 
equal to the task alone, and at that time it was 
much lesa difficult, for silver was then at par with 
gold at the ratio in use, and even England’s mints 
in India were open to the free coiyage of silver. 

If the experiment of maintaining the parity of 
the two metals aten coinage standard was difficult 
then it would seem to be positively hopeless now 
without international agreement. France, Ger- 
many, Belgium, Italy, and Austria believe in 
a double standard and desire to establish it, but 
no one, two, of three of them deem themselves 
able to maintain the double standard, even with 
the codperation of the United States. If the result 
of the measures proposed would be to carry us 
to a silver basis it is not felt here that such a 
proposal would be in line with the principles ot 
the Democratic party. It is not the joint standard 
with the purchasing power of the dollar at parity 
with each other, but it is changing from one 
standard to another, and that change being due 
to a depreciated coin. 

He warns the Democrats that they can- 
not change from a gold to a silver basis 
without such a shock to confidence, the 
hoarding of gold, and contraction of the 
available circulating medium as will bring 
about the worst panic ever seen in this 
country. After expressing the opinion that 
free coinage of silver will bring us to silver 
monometallism and discredit and put back 
the cause of the double standard the world 
over, Mr. Whitney thus warns his fellow- 
Democrats: 

Personally it is my opinion that if the Demo- 
eratic party goes on that platform at this time it 
will meet the most disastrous defeat that any 
party has ever suffered in this country. I under- 
stand it is honestly believed in, and people think 
it will bring relief from their present troubles, hut 
between now and election day it will be thoroughly 
sifted and the people of this country will not face 
the disturbance of values, the loss of confidence, 
the general distress and ruin which would come 
to their business interests in such a change in 
their standard of value as would arise from such 
action. And it will, in my opinion, overwhelm 
the persons who undertake it. 

Mr. Whitney’s letter ought to convince 
all Democrats of its irrefutable soundness, 
and will except those who are too illiterate 
to understand him and those intent upon 
changing the standard to half-value silver 
dollars in order that they may swindle their 

creditors and cheat hired labor. There is 
one class of Democrats who will heed his 
warnings. They are honest men in all their 
money dealings, who do not want the coun- 
try plunged into panic conditions and their 
own interests endangered by a change in 
the money standard of the country. They 
are men who can comprehend what he says 
and have intelligence enough to see the 
force of his reasoning. A large mass of the 
Democrats, however, are not intelligent 
enough to comprehend it. They rely upon 
the instructions of dishonest. demagogues, 
and Whitney’s words of warning will fall 
upon utterly deaf ears. The other class of 
Democrats is represented by Altgeld, Hin- 
richsen, and Boies. They will regard the 
change to free silver as one which will ena- 
ble them to get rid of one-half their debts 
while they are still solvent and holding on 
to their creditors’ unpaid-for property. 
They see also a chance with cheap free 
silver money to cheat the people they hire 


for wages. 


QUESTIONS FOR FREE-SILVER EMISSA- 
RIES FROM BUTTE. 

There arrived in this city last week some 

members of the Trade and Labor Assembly 

of Butte, Mont. They have come East for 


standard and free silver coinage to the 
“union” workingmen of Chicago and fur- 
ther east. Sunday they visited the Chicago 
Central Congress and one of them made a 
speech, in which he said: 

We are not emissaries of the so-called silver 
barons, but the representatives of the workingmen 
of the West. We are here to show to the laboring 
people of the East that free coinage of silver 
means ample money with which to conduct the 
business of the country, which is our task. We 
want more -money—money that will enable this 
country to move its products and give work to 
idle hands. 

Since the members of the Chicago labor 
unions ate as à rule intelligent men, these 
emissaries of the silyer mine barons cannot 
secure their votes for free coinage until 
these emissaries have explained several 
points to their entire satisfaction. If the 
visitors from Butte cannot do that they 
should pack up their carpetbags and retire 
to the Rocky Mountains. 

First, they must explain to the satisfac- 
tion of the Chicago workingmen how their 
condition will be bettered if even they get 
two 50-cent silver dollars for every 100-cent 
dollar they get now. Free coinage can do 
ug more for them than that. But as money 
is worth only what it will buy, and as they 
could purchase with two 50-cent dollars no 
more than they can buy now with one 100- 
cent dollar, the only difference would be 
they would have to lug around a heavier 
weight of cheap silver when they went 
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osition. Then wherein would 1,000 millions 
of free silver dollars, each worth 50 cents in 
gold, constitute more money that 500 mill- 
ions of the present silver dollars, each worth 
100 cents in gold? When we speak of 
“money” we think of its exchange value. 
The thore goods it will buy the more money 
we have. The less it will purchase the less 
„ money it is. 

Fifth, the Montana walking delegates say 
to the Chicago wage-earners that “ they 
want more money.” Do they want the Chi- 
eagoans to understand that the value of 
the dollar is a matter of no consequence, and 
that there will be “more money when 
there are more dollars, though those dollars 
are worth one-half less than before? Can 
they persuade the Chicago workingmen that 
when a dollar falls from the value of 100 
cents to that of 50 cents it does not become 
“jess money by one-half? 

Sixth, the“ business of the country is 
conducted by men who own and borrow 
capital. The money they are using now 
has a business power of 100 cents In gold 
value. If that money is knocked down to 50 
cents on the dollar, then those men who own 
and use it are deprived of one-half the 
money capital they do business with, That 
is plain. When they are in that plight how 
are they going “ to give work to idlejmen 25 
How, .aftér the loss of half the value of 
their working capital, will they be able to 
employ as many men as they do now, or pay 
them as much value in wages? 

Seventh, can the three travelers from 
Butte, Mont., satisfy the Chicago wage- 
earners that in the event of free coinage 
they will get two 50-cent dollars far every 
100-cent dollar they get now. There are 
many workingmen who fear they will ob- 
tain no more half-value dollars than they 
receive full-value dollars at this time. 

The United States has now 1,200 millions 
in gold value of silyer, certificates, green- 
backs, national bank notes, and subsidiary 
silver. 

Free coinage will reduce instantly the 
gold value of this 1,200 millions to about 600 
millions, 7 : 

Would not that contract the currency 
frightfully? Who would make good to the 
people owning all this money the loss caused 
by the shrinkage of its value which would 
accompany the change to the cheap silver 
standard? How do the Butte emissaries 
propose to pay back to the people what they 
would lose and to make compensation for 
the awful injuries to business and labor? 

Had not they better go home at dnce and 
tell their silver baron employés that their 
bunko game will not work in Chicago, and 
that they could not catch any fish here, no 
matter how skillfully they angled, for all 
the suckers and sprats had already been 
net caught and landed by Altgeld? | 


THE DETROIT TRIBUNE GOES ASTRAY. 

The Detroit Tribune, which was for many 
years the leading Republican paper of Mich- 
igan, has bolted the money plank of its 
party platform. It says the plank adopted 
at St. Louis is damnably unpatriotic and 
unrepublican!” and that it is an unex- 
plained and unexplainable repudiation of 
the past principles of the Republican party 
on the most vital issue,” which is the sheer- 
est bosh. ! 

The Detroit Tribune has gone off at half- 
cock. Its editor does not seem to have 
even read the plank he so recklessly abuses, 
or if he has he has totally misundefstood it. 
It reads as follows: 

We are unalterably opposed to every measure 
calculated to debase our currency or impair the 
credit of our country. We are, therefore, opposed 
to the free ccinage of silver except by intérhational 
agreement with the leading commercial nations of 
the world, which we pledge ourselves to promote, 
and until such agreement can be obtained the ex- 
isting gold standard must be preserved. All our 
silver and paper currency must be maintained at 
a parity with gold, and we favor all measures de- 
signed to maintain inviolably the obligations of 
the United States and all our money, whether coin 
or paper, at the present standard, the standard of 
the most enlightened nations of, the earth. 

What principle enunciated at Minneapolis 
in 1892, or at Chicago in 1888, or: 1884, or 
1880, is repudiated by the St. Louis plat- 
form, as alleged by that sheet? There was 
a declaration four years ago in the Minne- 
apolis platform in favor of “ the mainte- 
uance of the parity of the currency,” 

A similar one will be found in the St. 
Louis plank. There was a declaration in 
favor of bimetallism to be secured by an 
international Agreement. The Louis 
plank contains a pledge that efforts will be 
made to secure a bimetallic agreenjent with 
the leading commercial nations of the world. 

The Minneapolis convention indorsed the 
use of gold and silver as standard money. 
They are standard money today, and the 
Republican party has declared at St. Louis 
they shall remain such, 

It seems to be the astonishing belief of the 
editor of the Detroit Tribune that 
the Republican party has declared 
itself in favor of abandoning the 
use of silver and greenbacks ajtogether 
and of employing only gold coin. On the 
contrary, the money plank declares that 
“all our silver and paper currency must be 
„maintained at a parity with gold "—that 

is, must be kept in circulation. f 

The St. Louls plank has a declaration not 
in the Minneapolis plank to the effect that 
the party is opposed to free coinage except 
by international agreement, But the editor 
of the Detroit paper says he has never 
“been an advocate of free coinage at any 
“ratio.” So what the plank has to say on 
that point cannot displease him. 

What is it that does? What Republican 
principle bas been repudiated? He does 
not name any because he cannot. 

Senator-elect Foraker of Ohio made 6 
speech at Cincinnati on Saturday. He was 

the Chairman of the Committee on Resolu- 
tions at Minneapolis and also at St. Louis. 
He said the Republican party in its present 
position was where it always had been since 
resumption in 1878. Speaking of the Min- 
neapolis platform he said: 


Senator Teller and his associates from the silver 
States came to the convention and came before 
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that he is for “ bimetallism.” But Senator- 
elect Foraker shows the Republican party 
is for bimetallism now as it was four years 
ago, and by the only way it can be accom- 
plished. The proper thing for the Detroit 
Tribune editor to do is to give the St. Louis 
money plank an attentive reading, and then 
retrace his erroneous steps and state 
to his readers that through a hasty reading 
he misconceived the true intent and mean- 
ing of the plank, and that since he has 
studied it more carefully he is well pleased 
with the same and intends to support it to 
the best of his ability. 


DAVID BELASCO’S COMPENSATION. 

However the case against Mr. N. K. Fair- 
bank may turn out, whether the jury shall 
be of opinion that he has paid sufficient for 
the transformation of Mrs. Leslie Carter 
into a star actress by Belasco, or whether 
it shall decide that the latter is entitled to 
the 65,000 additional dollars which he 
claims, making a total of $126,000 which 


Mr. N. K. Fairbank will have invested in 


his astronomical luxury, one thing is cer- 
tain—namely: That Mr. David Belasco 
has secured an extraordinary amount of 
gratuitous advertising as a transformer of 
crude nebulous material into stars of an al- 
leged first magnitude. 

No one will question the difficulty of Mr. 
Belasco’s task nor the amount of actual 
hard labor he put into it. Neither the 
coacher of a baseball team nor the trainer 
of a pugilist works harder in presenting his 
pupils in fit condition for the diamond or 
the ring than did Mr. Belasco when he grap- 
pled with Mrs. Leslie Carter, who thought 
che had a call for the stage, as did Mr. N. 
K. Fairbank also, at least to the extent of 
$10,000 in cash and $50,000 in notes, and 
attempted to manipulate her into a star by 
knocking her about, pulling her hair and 
tearing his own, throwing her against the 
side of the room, and mixing her up with the 
furniture. Ie had to teach her to talk and 
to walk, to laugh when she wanted to ery, 
to cry when she wanted to laugh, to point 
upwards when she was appealing to heaven 
instead of downwards to the other place, to 
express emotions, none of which she appar- 
ently possessed, and to hold the mir- 
ror up to nature when she had no idea how 
to hold the mirror or to catch the reflection. 
This was worth a good deal of money. 
Whether it was worth the round total of 
$126,000, considering the results secured, 
remains for the jury to decide, but it is no 
wonder that the unfortunate Belasco tore 
his hair and sobbed and wept over his job. 

Much of Mr. Belasco’s compensation, 
however, comes in the shape of free adver- 
tising all over the United States. He is 
about to make a dramatic tour with the lady. 
Such are the contrarity and curiosity of 
human nature, undoubtedly thousands will 
now want to see her, and if he will only ap- 
pear on the stage with her it will be an ad- 
ditional drawing card. There are thou- 
sands of stage-struck young women in the 
country. They will now know where to go 
for a teacher, and every one of them will be 
‘willing to have her hair pulled, to be used as 
a floor mop, and to be slung against the 
furniture if only they can find generous 
Fairbanks to supply the consideration 
necessary for the astral change. Mr. N. K. 
Fairbank, however he may emerge from 
this trial, has unwittingly made a commo- 
tion in the stage world and may yet add 
numerous stellar attractions to the dra- 
matic firmament. 


ALTGELD DROPS BoIES. 

The Presidential hopes of Gov. Boies are 
blasted. He can get no help from Illinois. 
He can get none because Altgeld forbids. 
Altgeld does that because he has just dis- 
covered that, while Boies is for debased free 
silver, he is not sound on the Debs war 
question. 

In 1894, after President Cleveland had 
sent troops here to enforce national laws in 
moving the mails and inter-State commerce, 
Boies made a speech to the Iowa Demo- 
cratic State convention, in which, referring 
to the recent Debs war strikes, he spoke of— 

A discontent that has become almost epidemic 
and threatens the stability of the government itself, 
until the last resort of a nation, an appeal to the 
military arm for protection, has become a public 
necessity. 

These words have been brought to Alt- 
geld’s notice. He sees in them, of course, 
an approval of the action of the President in 
suppressing Debs’ insurrection against the 
United States, and consequently a disup- 
proval of his (Altgeld’s) quasi rebel course. 
As a consequence he no longer looks upon 
Boies with favor, but deems him to be a bad 
man whose aspirations must be squelched. 

It is well known how bitterly Altgeld 
hates Cleveland because of the way in 
which the latter, while enforcing the United 
States laws, sat down on him. 

Since July, 1894, Altgeld has been ready 
to do anything or be anything to spite Cleve- 
land. He would not have been a free silver 
shrieker if Cleveland had not been for hon- 
est money. 

So any man who ever said or hinted that 
Cleveland was right and Altgeld wrong in 
the Debs insurrection will have no assist- 
ance from Altgeld, but will meet his vin- 
dictive wrath. He will not endeavor to put 
in the White House any person who has 
declared himself in favor of enforcing Fed- 
eral laws in a State whose Governor does 
not wish them enforced. 

Therefore those free silverite candidates 
for the Democratic nomination who were 
impudent enough two years ago to indorse 
what Cleveland did in obedience to his 
sworn duty are out of the race so far as 
Altgeld has malign power to prevent. He 
will fight them as bitterly as he will an hon- 
est money man. His pet candidate will be 
a man who is a Debsite as well as a free 
silverite and a bad money disciple.

BENJAMIN H. BRISTOW. 

There died in New York yesterday after 
an illness of only four days a mdn who, 
twenty years ago this month, enjoyed na- 
tional prominence, but whose name has 
hardly been mentioned except in legal cir- 
cles since then. The younger members of 
the present generation hardly know wh 
Benjamin H. Bristow was. a 

At the beginning of June, 1876, he was 
Secretary of the Treasury and a prominent 
candidate for the, Republican Presidential 
nomination. A native of Kentucky, he 
showed his loyalty by entering the army at 
the outbreak of the war and served with 
great gallantry. A lawyer by profession, 
he was appointed United States District 
Attorney for Kentucky. The ability he dis- 
played there caused President Grant to 
make him Solicitor-General. In 1878 he 
was nominated Attorney-General but was 
not confirmed. 

So great was President Grant's liking for 
him that when Judge Richardson left the 
Treasury Department in 1874 Gen. Bris- 
tow was appointed his successor. The nota- 
ble feature of his adminjstration was the 
unearthing of the notorious whisky frauds. 
The Secretary devoted himself with great 
energy to the task of breaking up the ring 
and bringing its members to justice. Never 
before had the government been robbed so 
extensively and so systematically. The en- 
tire internal revenue service was honey- 
combed with corruption. 

At the outset Bristow had the hearty 
backing of President Grant, whose instruc- 
tions were, Let no guilty man escape.” 
But when the investigations implicated per- 
sons some of whom were near to Grant the 
cordial relations between the Secretary and 
the President were chilled, for the latter 
was told that the former was seeking to 
make political capital for himself at the ex- 
pense of his official superior. 

The zeal Gen. Bristow had displayed in 
connection with the whisky frauds induced 
many Republicans to look on him favorably 
as a Presidential candidate. He was sup- 
ported by those who declared themselves in 
favor of “reform.” Mr. Blaine wrote of 
his candidacy: “ His mode of procedure 
created the impression that he was acting 
independently of the administration of 
which he was a part, if not in studied con- 
flict with it, and this demonstration, while 
objectionable to many, commended him toa 
considerable body of Republicans who were 
inclined on that account to associate him 
with the growing cry for administrative re- 
form.” 

When the first ballot was taken at Cin- 
einnati Blaine led, Morton followed, and 
Bristow came third with 113 votes. On 
subsequent ballots he did not gain and on 
the seventh most of his supporters went 
over to Hayes. Bristow never had a 
chance. The opposition to Blaine could not 
have united on him, for Grant’s friends 
never would have voted for him. At the 
end of June he left the Treasury Depart- 
ment and resumed the practice of the law. 
From that time on he abjured politics ut- 
terly. 

It has never been proved that while act- 
ing as Secretary of the Treasury Gen. Bris- 
tow was disloyal to President Grant and 
sought to make a reputation for himself at 
his expense, but he undoubtedly was ex- 
ceedingly anxious to get the nomination, 
and was disappointed bitterly when he 
failed. But it is certain that he and his 
subordinates are entitled to the credit of 
breaking up the colossal whisky ring. It 
was not their fault that more offenders were 
not punished. 

Gen. Bristow was a gallant soldier, an 
able lawyer, and an excellent executive 
officer. Had he remained in public life, 
which he left when he was only 44 years of 
age, he might have achieved even greater 
distinction than he did. But he did not 
care to run the risk of more political mis- 
adventures, and the New York bar was a 
gainer thereby.

GOOD JOCKEY IS KILLED. 


HOTHERSOLL, A FEATHERWEIGHT, 
MEETS WITH A FATAL ACCIDENT. 


“_— 


He Is Thrown by Little Jimmie in the 
First Race at Forsyth and His Right 
Arm and Skull Are Fractured—IJ- 
Taken to the Baptist Hospital, 
Where He Expires Soon After—One 
of the Best Boys at the Track—The 


Results. 

Little“ Bobble Hothersoll, the feather- 
weight jockey, was fatally injured at For- 
syth yesterday. The accident occurred in 
the first race, à mile selling affair, in which 
Big Strive of the Kentucky Stable was a 3to 
5 favorite. Frank Jaubert, at 9 to 2, Big 
Strive, and Little Jimmy, whom Hothersoll 
was riding, were leading their field, the first- 
named being in front, Little Jimmy second, 
and Big Strive third. 

Just before reaching the far turn on the 
race for home D. Davis, on the favorite, 
moved up and, going at top speed, collided 
with Little Jimmy, throwing the latter off 
his stride, causing him to stumble and toss- 
ing the midget rider over his head. A cry 
of horror arose from the crowd in the grand 
stand when they saw horse and rider go 
down. Some of the racing employés anda 
couple of hundred eyewitnesses of the acci- 
dent rushed across the fleld to the scene of 
the unfortunate occurrence. 

Assistant Starter Arthur McKnight was 
the first to reach the fallen boy and found 
him lying on his face about fifteen feet from 
his mount. He lifted him up tenderly and 
inquired as to his injuries, but the boy. was 
unconscious. He was carried to Hankins & 
Johnson's stables, where Drs. Johnson and 
Hays of Hammond and Chicago respectively 
announced that his collarbone and left arm 
were broken and that he had received a se- 
vere fracture of the skull. They did all i 
their power to alleviate the suffering of the 
unfortunate jockey and ordered him to, be 
conveyed to a hospital. — 

He was taken to the Baptist Hospital in 
Rhodes avenue, where he expired half an 
hour afterward. The horse's right foreleg 
was found to be broken. 

Hothersoll, who was but 15 years of age, 


‘was born in England and raised in New York 


City, where his parents reside at present. 
He was the lightest jockey at the track, if 
not in America, and could ride at fifty-eight 
pounds. T. W. Coulter has had him under 
contract for the last two years and treated 
him as though he was his own flesh and 
blood. 

The boy, besides being a first-class jockey, 
was a fine, gentlemanly little fellow and was 
beloved by everybody that ever came in con- 
tact with him, and also by everybody that 
ever saw him on a horse. He was a warm 
favorite at the Indiana tracks and received 
an ovation every time he went to the post. 
The patrons of the race track will miss him 
as much as will his employer and other horse- 
owners, 

Three favorites won the events, Big Strive 
taking the first in a drive, Rubberneck (by 
Himyar) the fourth handily, and Ragner the 
fifth easily. Springtime showed a wonderful 
reversal of form in thethird race by winning 
that event in a common gallop. Merry Mon- 
arch beat imp. Full Measure at the postina 
hot drive.

NORTHWESTERN ELEVATED IS. UN- 
DER ACTIVE CONSTRUCTION. 


Four-Track Structure Is Completed 
North to Newport Avenue—Plan for 
Work on Down-Town End—Plenty 
of Money Said to Be in Hand—New 
Underwriting Syndicate in 
„% L. ralk of Dividend to Straw- 
board Holders—Stocks Active. 

Work on the Northwestern Elevated rail- 
road is progressing as rapidly as the iron 
can be placed in position. The company now 
has the structure completed as far north as 
Newport avenue, all a four-track structure. 
The Plan is to start working south from 
Fullerton avenue as soon as iron is on the 
ground, and to work both ways, using Ful- 
lerton avenue as a starting point. The four- 
track structure will be built as far south as 
University place, just north of Chicago ave- 
nue, and from there to a connection to the 
loop the structure will be two track. It is 
the intention to reconstruct the Wells street 
bridge before winter sets in and to have it 
in readiness for running the trains as soon 
as the track is completed. 

The Columbia Construction company, 
which is building the Northwestern Ele- 
vated for its issue of common and preferred. 
stock, is now sald to be in an easy financial 
situation. President D. H. Louderback said 
yesterday the company had in cash on hand 
and in funds available $1,500,000. A part of 
this is in money which has been advanced to 
pay interest on the Lake Street L' de- 
bentures. Mr. Louderback said the company 
was in no need of funds at present and that 
the money whieh the company now has in 
bank and that which could be had at any 
time would be sufficient to carry on the work 
for a considerable period of time. 

There is yet unsubscribed for $400,000 of 
the last issue of stoek of the Columbia Con- 
struction company. There is offered with 
this stock, in addition to the 133 per cent of 
Northwestern Elevated preferred and 200 
per cent of Northwestern common, a bonus 
of 40 per cent of the subscription in the stock 
of the Union Elevated railroad: company. 
The subscriptions for the Columbia Con- 
struction stock have been called for in in- 
stallments of 10 per cent a month. All has 
been called except 40 per cent of the last 
$1,000,000. There remains, therefore, to be 
derived from stock subscriptions in the 
neighborhood of $800,000. Mr. Louderback 
said yesterday the remaining 6400, 000 of 
Columbia Construction stock would be placed 
whenever the company needed the money. 

Loop Affairs Looking Brighter. 

The South Side line of the loop is to be 
built on Van Buren street if the predictions 
of Charles T. Yerkes and D. H. Louderback 
are to be given due weight. The action of 
the Council Committee on Rallroads in re- 
porting favorably the ordinance granting 
the right to build the south line of the loop 
in that street was a bull pointer in elevated 
securities on the Stock Exchange yesterday. 
It is true it failed to put a stop to the decline 
in Lake street, but that was considered the 
result of general dullness and also of the 
accident of Saturday. Mr. Yerkes has main- 
tained’ all along the south line of the loop 
would go on Van Buren street or it would 
not be built. Mr. Louderback has not been 
so positive in his statements, or rather he 
has been less free to talk regarding loop af- 
fairs. The situation now seems bright for 
the early completion of the entire loop struc- 
ture and the running of trains upon it.

IN THE NEW YORK MONEY MARKET. 


Prices Fall Because of the Cuban Agi- 
tation. 


NEW YORK, June 22.—A variety of influences 
contributed to bring about a lower range,of share 
prices today. Although nothing tangible was 
evolved out of the mass of rumors that obtained 
circulation in relation to the Cuban situation, 
enough uneasiness was created on this point and 
regarding other foreign political complications to 
start a brisk selling movement all along the line. 
Local considerations of a depressing character 
were in evidence. The engagement of $750,000 in 
gold for shipment to Germany came in the light of 
a displeasing surprise, and in the board room 
rumors were current of impending action by the 
President on the Cuban question, based on al- 
leged dispatches from the special representative 
ot the United States now in that country. The 
pressure at the outset was directed chiefly against 
the industrials, and was coincident with a display 
of firmness in the railway shares, due partly to 
moderate purchases for foreign account, although 
the London prices for Americans had shown sharp 
declines from Saturday's closing figurea. Tobac- 
co broke 2 per cent and other leading shares scored 
material losses, which were, however, partly re- 
covered in sympathy with the development of sup- 
port in Tobacco and through covering of shorts 
in other directions. Tobacco rallied 1% per cent, 
and subsequently moved in decidedly erratic fach- 
jon. It closed at a net loss of 1% per cent. The 
pressure against Sugar was heavy after midday, 
and the stock reacted 3% per cent to 118%, under 
large offerings of long stock, induced by a collapse 
in European beet and other sugars, which in turn 
led to sharp reductions in the refined grades of the 
domestic product. A leading bear operator was 
conspicuous in hammering the stock and the 
traders were disposed to make ventures on the 
short sides, but at times covering purchases caused 
fractional improvements, The railway shares were 
pounded fiercely in the late session, particular et- 
forts being made against the grangers, Louls- 
ville and Nashville, and the Southwesterns. Stop 
loss orders were uncovered and this gave further 
impetus to the downward movement and started 
liquidation in various properties. The coalers 
yielded in common with the general market, but

MANAGERS ADMIT THE LAKE LINE 
POOL IS A BLUNDER. 


— 


Reduction in the Differential Makes It 
More Profitable fer Shippers to 


Waterway Shipments. Steadily noa 
creasing—Those by Land Growtun 
Larger—Comparisons in Totals for 
the Last Week. 


Managers of the lake transportation lines 
from Chicago to the Bast are now ready 
to admit that the formation of the lake line 
pool was a serious blunder. 

The reduction in the lake differential from 
5 cents a 100 pounds to only 2% cents left 
se small a margin in favor of the lake lines 
as to make it more profitable for shippers 
to ship their freight by the all-rall lines. 
As a result, lake shipments are steadily 
decreasing, while shipments by the all-rail 
lines are growing larger from week to week. 

Last week's shipments by the lake lines 
‘rom Chicago to the East amounted to only 
66,240 tons, while the shipments by the all- 
rail lines from Chicago for the same week 
were 61,002 tons, or nearly the same as the 
lake tonnage. Formerly the lake carried 
five times as much freight to the East as the 
all-rail lines. The lake lines would have 
kicked the pooling agreement into “ king- 
dom come" before now if they were not in 
the control of the trunk lines. As it is they 
are compelled to “‘ grin and bear it and 
allow themselves to be milked dry by the 
trunk lines. 

Total shipments of flour, grain, and pro- 
‘visions from Chicago through te seaboard 
points and for export by the various east- 
bound roads last week amounted to 50,026 
tons, agains 47,044 tons for the week prev!- 
ous and 29,341 tons for the corresponding 
week last year. Flour shipments last week 
were 5,029 tons, against 2,376 tons last year; 
grain, 33,141 tons, against 16,536 tons; pro- 
visions, 11,856 tons, against 10,429tons. The 
percentages carried by the various roads 
were as follows: Baltimore and Ohio, 6.4; 
Big Four, 11.5; Chicago and Erie, 13.3; 
Grand Trunk, 7.9; Lake Shore, 10.5; Michi- 
gan Central, 14.6; Nickel-Plate, 8.5; Pan- 
Handle, 5; Fort Wayne, 8.8; Wabash, 13.5. 


GRAND TRUNK PREPARED TO BOLT. 


Sir Charles Rivers Wilson Expresses 
| Dissatisfaction with Eastern Trust. 

President Sir Charles Rivers Wilson of the 
Grand Trunk arrived in this city yesterday 
morning from a trip to the Pacific coast. 
In an interview he expressed much disap- 
pointment over the aétion of the Joint Traf- 
fic Association to afford the Grand Trunk 
adequate protection against the outside com- 
petition of the Canadian Pacific. 

He was one of a committee, he said, which 
was to induce the Canadian Pacific and Nor- 
folk and Western roads to join the Joint 
Traffic Association. He had no doubt fhe 
Norfolk and Western would join, but he 
was not so sure about the Canadian Pacific. 
| He had several conferences with President 

Van Horn, and was given to understand the 
Canadian Pacific would give no troubie, 
He had still hopes of the Canadian Pacific 
coming into the fold, but should it fail to do 
so soon and continue its pecullar tactics 
in diverting the business from the Western 
via St. Paul, Minneapolis, and Duluth the 
Grand Trunk would be compelled to adopt 
measures of defense. 

His road, he sald, had not carried as much 
business lately as it was entitled to and if the 
Joint Traffic Association failed to grant his 
company the necessary relief it would have 
to take independent action. 


HOLDS THE GUARANTEE TO BE GOOD. 


United States Court of Appeals Decides 
Against the Monon. 
Cincinnati, O., June 22.—[{Spectial.}]—The 
United States Circuit Court of Appeals re- 
versed the decision of the lower court in 
nineteen appeals of various persons against 
the Louisville, New Albany and Chicage 
railroad, except as to a few of the bonds in 
question. The directors of the railroad 
guaranteed $1,185,000 in the bonds of the 
Richmond, Nicholasville, Irvine and Beatty- 
ville railroad. The stockholders did not ap- 
prove the action. The lower court held that 
the action of the directors was illegal, and 
that the Monon could not be held hable ror 

the guarantee. 

The Court of Appeals reverses this, hold- 
ing that the action of the directors is legal 
under the laws of Kentucky, and bonds all 
the Kentucky property of the Monon to all 
purchasers of the bonds, and that under the 
laws of Indiana it bonds the property of 
the Monon in that State to ali innocent 
purchasers. but not as to those who beught 
the bonds knowing that the stockholders 
had not approved the guarantee. 

About $600,000 of the bonis in all are in- 
volved, the others having been disposed of. 


WINDER SUES SEABOARD AIR LINE. 


Ex-General Manager Wants 5100, 000 
for Alleged Libel. 

Baltimore, Md., June 22.—[Special.]~—Dx- 
Generdl Manager John Winder of the Sea- 
board air line system today brought suit in 
the United States Court for $100,000 damages 
against President R. Curzon Hoffman and 
other directors of the company. Saturday 
the private car of President Hoffman, who, 
with a party of officials, was making an in- 
spection tour over the property, was seized 
on an attachment sued out by Mr. Winder at 
Atlanta and chained to the tracks. Later 
bond was furnished, and the President and 
party left for Portsmouth, Va. At a meet- 
ing of the directors of the Seaboard belt rail- 
road Mr. Winder was deposed as President, 
and Mr. Hoffman was elected to succeed 
him, The action for libel is based on a reso- 
lution of the directors addressed to Mr. 
Winder asking him to account for $15,000 
while he was General Manager of the Sea- 
board air line. 


Wants a New Board of Trustees. 

The Baltimore and Ohio railroad filed a 
bill in the United States Court yesterday 
for an order on the trustees and holders of 
the bonds issued against the road in Cook 
County to elect a new Board of Trustees. 
In 1877 the road mortgaged its Illinois prop- 
erty to secure an issue of $200,000 of bonds 
to an English company. Egesto P. Fabbri 
of New York, Robert Garrett, and William 
F. Burns of Baltimore were named as trus- 
tees. The former is dead and the bill filed 
yesterday declares that the latter two are 
physically infirm and unable to discharge 
their duties. 


Will Act Independently Hereafter. 

The arbitrary position taken in the matter 
of joint rates by the Eastern Joint Traffic 
trust has caused such a hostile feeling on 
the part of the Western Freight Association 
as to make a serious split and disruption 
of previous agreements for the making of 
through tariffs. Action has just been en 
which practically abolishes the Joint Rate 
committee, which was composed of the 
Commissioners of the Western Freight As- 
sociation, Central Traffic Association, and 
Trunk Line Assoctation. Hereafter all ar- 
raffgements for through rates between the 
Eastern and Western roads have to be made 
by mutual agreement.

Members Go Down the St. Joseph River 
in Rowboats, Visiting Places 
of Historic Interest.

Edward G. Mason returned yesterday from 
a week's trip of exploration glong the St. 
Joseph River. He was the guest of the St. 

Joseph Historical Society of South Bend, 
Ind., whose President is Judge Hubbard of 
»the,Gircuit Court at t place. The society

Mr. Mason spoke before the society on 
Monday evening. That day the old portage 
between the St. Joseph and Kankakee Riv- 
ers was visited. Near South Bend the society 
has located the route traveled by Marquette, 
La Salle, and the early discoverers, and will 
shortly erect a suitable monument. 

The next day. the trip was undertaken on 
the river in several rowboats, going through 
the most beautiful historical country any- 
where near Chicago. A visit was paid to the 
site of the Pokagon village, whose chief took 
part in the Chicago massacre. The next 
place was the site of the village of Weesaw, 
another Pottawatomie chief of note, and the 
site of an early trading post, with the re- 
mains of an old fur press. 

At Bertrand a longer visit was made, It 
was an old French settlement, once a trad- 
ing post, then a town of some importance on 
the old stage road from Detroit to Chicago. 
but now with only a few forlorn houses and 
a deserted Catholic church: There was at 
one time a large hotel on the bank of the 
river, but it has been moved. The last Cath- 
olic priest predicted the town would decline 
until all its streets would be plowed wp. 
All but one of them have followed the pre- 
diction. 

At Niles the site of old Fort St. Joseph was 
seen. There was a mission, trading post, 
and fort there for nearly 100 years—from 
1687 to 1781. The fort changed nationalities 
three times and was captured and recapt- 
ured seven times. It is one of the most in- 
teresting of all the Western historic points. 
The Spaniards sent an expedition from St. 
Louts and captured it in 1781, and on the 
strength of that claimed all the country in 
the Illinois River watershed. The event 
caused all kinds of diplomatic troubles. The 
Town of Niles has tons of relics from the 
pees. and many more are being constantly 

oun 

Wednesday was devoted to seeing sites of 
historic. Indian villages and springs. On 
Thursday the old trading post of Burnett 
was visited. Burnett married the sister of 
the head chief of the Pottawatomies and had 
a branch post at Chicago In 1785—nine years 
before John Kinzie located. 

The society is making an effort to locate 
old Fort Miami, and if. successful will erect 
a monument. The fort was built by La Salle 
on the left bank of the river—then called the 
River of Miami—near its mouth. It was 
destroyed one year later, rebuilt, and then 
abandoned. Nearly 20,000 Miamis lived 
along the St. Joseph River at that time. 

Mr. Mason said the trip was most enjoy- 
able and the country full of interesting 
historical scenes and incidents... The South 
Bend Soctety, he said, was enthusiastic and 
— gradually locating the main points of 
nterest.

DOCTOR DECRIES THE DRINKING OF TEA 


Subjects Discussed at a Meeting of the 
American Institute of Homeop- 
athy Held at Detroit. 


Detroit, Mich., June 22.—At today’s ses- 

sion of the American Institute of Home- 
opathy it was decided to issue credentials 
to all members of the institute who may 
desfre to attend the international congress 
in London in August. Dr. C. C. Miller of De- 
troit was chosen Second Vice-President, de- 
feating Charles Gatchele of Chicago. 
Dr. Henry E. Spalding of Boston presided 
over the meeting of the section in obstetrics, 
Dr. Sarah J. Millsop of Bowling Green, Ky., 
Chairman of the section on sanitary science, 
spoke at length on the importance of that 
topic. Dr. Wilson of Cleveland urged the 
women to shorten their dresses sufficiently 
to avoid sweeping up the filth of the streets, 
and Dr. Allen of New York classed excessive 
tea drinking as among the causes of nervous 
debility. 

Dr. John P. Sutherland of the Boston 
University School of Medicine delivered a 
centennial address on the clinical efficacy 
and superiority of the law of similars, fol- 
lowed by the section in ophthalmology, au- 
tology, and laryngology, with Dr. William 
R. King of Washington as Chairman. 


LIKE THE LINKS THAT FORM A CHAIN 


When the Farmer Is Not Properous the 
Mechanic and Tradesman Suffer. 
The Manufacturer: It has been discov- 
ered by the Iron Age that very cheap food 
has proved to be anything but a boon to 
the country,.“ because there can be no bene- 
fit te the 
the food-producér has no margin left to 
purchase the workingman’s products.“ This 
glimmer of good sense amid the darkness 
with which the press has surrounded the 
subject is quite gratifying. The practice 
of American newspapers in late years has 
been to contend that all workingmen are 
earning more dollars than ever before and 
that each dollar will buy more than ever 
before. This is exactly equivalent to an 
assertion that while the power of the dollar 
to purchase commodities has increased, the 
power of commodities to purchase dollars 
has simultaneously increased, which’is mani- 

fest absurdity. 

The journal quoted from above states the 
fact when it shows that the swift decline 
of the prices of food, while appearing to 
benefit the mill operative, really injures 
him, because it dimishes the farmers’ 
ability to buy the products of the mill. The 
mill hand gains at first by low prices, but 
he gains-by the loss of the farmer, and in 
time he also loses because his customer has 
been improverished. 

In the familiar estimates of the wage ad- 
vantages of workingmen the farm hand is 
always left out. Farm wages are decreas- 
ing and necessarily so, because farm profits 
are vanishing. After awhile the non-agri- 
cultural people of this country may have 
the idea lodged in their heads that there 
can. be no healthy and permanent prosperity 
while the farmers, 40 per cent of the people, 
grow continuously poorer.

“The Jolly Silver Dollars of the Dads.” 

Grundy Center, Ia., June 19.—[{Editor of 
The Tribune. Win you please allow a little 
friendly criticism, for the truth’s sake, and 
if I am mistaken or my figures are not found 
to be reliable, will you please let us know 
through your columns. 

On the editorial page of THE TRIBUNE of 
the 16th Inst. you use some pretty direct and 
hard language while writing up the Popu- 
list and silver songs,“ or the Jolly silver 
dollar of the dads.“ Tou say: The idiotic 
ancient neighbor either was in his second 
childhood and had lost all power of memory, 
or he was a brazen liar. If he lived before 
1878 he never saw a silver dollar, because 
there were none.“ 

While I am no free silver, 16 to 1 advocate, 
I like to see the facts stated at all times, or 
as nearly as may be, and I dislike to see, 
especially in the paper I read most, the 
epitget here used, a brazen liar,’ and par- 
ticularly so when you are so wofully in the 
wrong, as I think you are in this case. That 
is, if my information is correct. . 

As a matter of fact, were there any silver 
dollars prior to 1878? THe TRIBUNE says 
no, there were none. 

As tending to prove that there were silver 
dollars prior to 1878, I call to mind that a 
gentleman in this town sold one, a silver 
dollar, of the issue of 1804 for $800 in hard 
cash, a little over a year ago. But to make 
it positively plain that there were many of 
them prior to 1878 I quote from Sound 
Currency,” a semi-monthly publication by 
the Sound Currency committee of the Re- 
form club of New York, and which in turn 
quotes from the report of the director of the 
mint, 1894, pages 206 and 207. In a table 
headed, “Coinage of the mints of the United 
States from their organization, by calendar 
years,” I see that the first coinage in the 
United States of any money from silver or 
gold occurred in 1793, when both silver and 
gold were coined. In the three years, 1793, 
1794, and 1795, there wer coined $370,683.80 
of silver, of which $204,701 were dollars and 
$165,802.50 was subsidiary silver coinage. 
Silver dollars were coined more or less up to 
1805, at which time there had been coined 
1,389,497. The coinage of dollars was sus- 
pended until 1836, from which time, up to 
1874, with the exception of three years—viz: 
1837, 1838, and 1858, silver dollars were 
coined, and up to the time of the so-called 
demonetization of silver, or, the crime of 
1873,"" there had been coined in the United 
States mint 8,921,140 silver dollars, besides 
the subsidiary silver. 

Of course, I don’t know whether this is a 
true report or not, but if this authority is 
reliable, you can readily see that you have 
accused “the ancient neighbor” very 
wrongfully; indeed, it sounds like a bluff on 
your part. In my opinion, such wofully 
mistaken statements, coupled with epithets, 
will do the question of honest money no 
good, but rather harm, and will lessen the 
credibility of THe TRIBUNE’s statements. 

Will THe TRIBUNE please look the matter 

up again and let us know through its col- 
umns which is right?

NO SILVER DOLLARS IN CIRCULATION PRIOR 
TO 1878. 

Dr. Johnson remarked once that the man 
who said there was no fruit in an orchard 
had told the truth, even though two or three 
rotten apples and a shriveled pear could 
be found there, and so did THE TRIBUNE 
tell the truth when it said a man who lived 
before 1878 “never saw a standard silver 
dollar, because there were none in circula- 
tion.“ For, while a few such coins were 
minted, they did not circulate, and were un- 
seen. 

THE TRIBUNE has stated often that silver 
dollars were coined in very small quantities 
between 1795 and 1806, when Jefferson 
stopped the coinage, when no more were 
coined till after 1835. From then till 1873 
a few were coined, but did not circulate 
among the people. It is not necessary to re- 
peat this fact more than 1,000 times The 
few that were coined did not circulate because 
they were worth as bullion two or three 
cents more than gold dollars. were. Presi- 
dent Jefferson ordered their coinage stopped 
in 1806 because considerable purchases 
have been made of dollars coined at the 
mint for the purpose of exporting them, and. 
it fs probable further purchases and expor- 
tations will be made.“ 

When the coinage of silver dollars was re- 
sumed on a small scale in 1835 it was under 
the new ratio of 16 to 1 instead of the old ra- 
tio of 15 to 1. By that new ratio the silver 
dollars were undervalued from two to three 
cents, consequently, as fast as they were 
coined they were either melted down at 
home for the sake of the profit which could 
be made, or they were shipped abroad to 
pay for goods and were melted down there, 
hence they did not circulate among the peo- 
ple. No one ever saw them except in coin 
collections, and consequently, in 1873 Con- 
gress ordered them stopped, for the same 
reason that actuated Jefferson sixty-seven 
years earlier. 

These are the facts about silver dollars 
prior to 1878, and the man who ba®bles about 
his having been intimately acquainted with 
the jolly silver dollar of the dads ”’ is either 
feeble-minded or a “ brazen liar,’”’ as THE 
TRIBUNE said. That which the correspond- 
ent calls an “ epithet is simply an accurate 
description of the man who, being of sound 
mind, talks of the silver dollars he saw 
prior to 1878. He never saw any. The de- 
scription must stand, because it is terse and 
true. 


Light Weight Gold. 

Chicago, June 20.— [Editor of The Trib- 
une. Is it true that if I offer $1,000,000 in 
American gold coin at the United States 
Treasury in exchange for either paper or 
silver money my gold will not be received at 
its face value, but will be first placed in the 
scale to ascertain if it is full weight, and if it 
turns out that some of my gold coin is light 
on account of abrasion or ordinary wear (not 
mutilated) I will receive my pay in paper or 
silver only according to the weight value of 
my gold? If that is so, why? What, then, 
does the flat of the United States amount to 
so far as the American gold dollar is con- 
cerned? Are the same rules applied in re- 
ceiving light weight (mot mutilated) silver 
coin? JoHN W. HOFFMAN. 

REPLY. 


The law provides that gold bens if re- 
duced in weight by natural abrasion not 
more than one-half of 1 per cent below the 
standard weight prescribed by law after a 
circulation of twenty years, and at a rat- 
able proportion for any period less than 
twenty years, shall be received at their 
nominal value by the Treasury and shall be 
a legal tender at their nominal value. But 
gold coins when reduced below the limit of 
tolerance are a legal tender only in propor- 
tion to their actual weight, and are taken 
by the Treasury on the same terms. If some 
such provision as this were not made the 
government would be swindled continually 
by the “ sweating of the gold coin. 

There is no flat of the United States 
about a gold dollar. When it coins an eagle 
for a man it gives him a coih which it certi- 
fies contains 2321-5 grains of pure gold. 
Gold, when handled much, loses rapidly in 
weight. The government insures holders to 
a moderate and reasonable extent against 
the inevitable loss by wear. An eagle which 
has lost a certain amount of gold in a cer- 
tain time will be replaced with a full-weight 
piece. Those who have gold in their posses- 
sion minted some years before ought to know 
this and pay in what they have before the 
limit of tolerance has passed. 

Silver coin is redeemed at its nominal 
value when not mutilated, no matter how 
worn it may be. There is a valid reason for 
this distinction. The silver coins cost the 
government less than their nominal value, 
and it can afford to redeem them at their 
face value. But on the gold coins it makes 
nothing.

I believe that every Republican in the land 
who argued as the writer did received the 
same answer from bolting Republicans and 
Democrats alike: Cleveland won't per- 
mit it.“ 

Well, Cleveland was elected, and what 
was the result? A half way free trade bill 
was passed by Congress, and then what did 
Cleveland do? We all know now. He re- 
fused to sign the Gorman-Wilson bill be- 
cause it was not what he wanted; it was only 
half way to free trade, and wanting the 
whole hog or none he denounced the Demo- 
cratic Congress as a perfidious crew and 
would have nothing whatever to do with the 
bill.

Without a grain of principle in its 
entire composition what is left of it (that Is, 
the political machinery) is in the hands ofa 
crew who stand ready to scuttle the ship and 
take refuge tn any piratical craft at hand 
with whom an alliance can be formed. And

Should these mongrel hordes gain control 
of this government the tears that will be 
shed in the future by despairing people will 
not only be the scalding ones of despair and 
dread, but will be an ocean in volume com- 
pared to the few drops shed by the delegate 
of multi-millionaire silver barons upon the 
floor of the convention at St. Louis. Do not 
be influenced by tears so easily dried; ere 
the cock crows thrice they may prove, Judas 
like, healed and salved over; loving words 
changed into the fierce invective of heat and 
partisanship. Those who stand by the col- 
ors are often more prompted by the sense 
of-duty and patriotism than those who desert 
them. Fooled badly in 1892, let us not be 


doubly fooled and damned besides in 1806.

Seen from a Woman's Standpoint. 

Chicago, June 20.—- [Editor of The Tribune.] 
Having been something of a student of the 
tariff question I have never been able to see 
how the Western farmer wil! be benefited 
by a protective tariff. The Eastern manu- 
facturers and their employés will be bene- 
fited by an increase in prices of goods and a 
consequent increase in wages, but the farmer 
must pay more for his goods, while his 
products are wholly unprotected but are 
subject only to the law of supply and de- 
mand. Foraker of Ohio, in yesterday’s issue 
of THE TRIBUNE, says, speaking on this sub- 
jeet, that it puts the factory by the side of 
the farm and makes the American farmer 
less dependent on foreign demand and prices. 
Is not the reverse true? It places the farmer 
where he constantly pays tribute to the 
American manufacturer, while his own 
products are unprotected. Goods are now 
lower than for years, and lower than they 
would be under a protective tariff, and the 
farmer has the benefit of this reduction in 
price, but with an increased tariff he must 
pay at least one-third more for his goods, 


while his products must remain the same.

WHO I8 BENEFITED? 

The question whether farmers are bene- 
fiter by protection has been argued pro and 
con in this country for the last century, and 
there is nothing new left to be said on the 
subject. Therefore THE TRIBUNE does not 
care to discuss it with the correspondent at 
present. But it suggests to her that she make 
the acquaintance of as many farmers as she 
can and learn their views. As they are the 
parties -interested their opinions —" to 
have some weight. 

If, the farmers believe that one great cause 
of the low prices they have been getting for 
their products during the last three years Is 
the present low tariff law, which reduced the 
amount of protection previously enjoyed by 
the products of the farm and the factory, 
and if they believe also that the restoration 
of adequate protection will improve the mar- 
ket for their products, then they will vote for 
more protection. She wilt find that opinion 
prevailing widely among them. 

It may be that the correspondent will be 
able to convince those farmers who think 
protection was a benefit ko them they are 
mistaken in their ideas and should vote for 
free trade. The probabilities are they will 
tell her they think they know their own 
business best. They will say they lay more 
weight on the concrete fact that prior to 
1894, under a tariff. which gave abundant 
protection, they fared better than under the 
present tariff, with its inadequate protection, 
than they do on her abstract argumients.

[Silver dollars are a legal tender to any 
amount for all public debts and all private 
debts, when not otherwise explicitely pro- 
vided in contract. Silver certificates are 
received by the government in payment of 
all debts due it. They are not a direct legal 
tender in payment of private debts—that is 
a creditor cannot be compelled to accept 
them. But if he should be so foolish as to 
decline to take them, which never happens, 
the debtor can get silver dollars for them 
from the government, and those dollars, 
which are a full legal tender, the creditor 
would have to accept. The 130 millions of 
Treasury notes are a legal tender for all 
public debts and all private ones, unless 
otherwise expressly stipulated in the con- 
tract between the debtor and creditor.]

EXPLANATION, 

The silver dollar was dropped from the list 
of American coins in 1873, because nobody 
would take silver to the mints and: have It 
made into dollars for circulation. None had 
been in circulation since 1806. During nearly 
all that time the silver dollar was worth 
from two to three cents more than the gold 
dollar. For that reason, when the govern- 
ment did coin any standard dollars they were 
sold at a premium for the bullion they con- 
tained, and were exported or melted down 
by the silversmiths, because their value as 
bullion was greater than their value as 
money. 

If the price of silver had remained un- 
changed to this time the silver mine-owners 
would not take an ounce of silver to the 
mints now, if authorized by law to do so, for 
they would lose three cents on every ounce 
they had coined. They clamor for free coin- 
age now, when the price of silver is so low, 
because they think by coining their silver 
they would make a profit of 55 cents an ounce 
out of the public. 

The reason why silver declined in value 
after 1873 was not because the law of that 
year was adopted, but largely because Ger- 
many, France, and other European countries 
ceased coining silver as standard money. 
Then in addition to that serious cause every 
year after 1873 the mines turned out larger 
and larger quantigies of silver, so that the 
supply outran the demand and broke gown 
the price of it. The product in ouncé for 
tue years 1886-’04 was as fololws:

The product in 1804 was nearly double what 
it was in 1886. 

In 1878 the United States, which had prac- 
tically never coined any standard silver dol- 
lars, opened its mints to silver and tried to 
arrest the steady decline and fall of that 
metal. By 1890 it had coined 390 million 
silver dollars, but had not staid the de- 
preciation of silver. In 1890 Congress or- 
dered the purchase of 54 million ounces 
yearly, or 40 per cent of the world’s whole 
product of that year. Silver was bought 
under that law until the total amount in 
circulation was over 500 millions, and yet 
the price of silver fell rapidly. The supply 
was still much too great for the demand. 

Therefore, three years ago, after the panic 
came, breaking hundreds of banks because 
of these heavy silver purchases, Congress 
stopped them. Had it not done so, the cur- 
rency would have slumped to the 50-cent 
silver dollar standard of money and all the 
gold would have been hoarded and exported 
and gone out of circulation, causing a heavy 
contraction. 

If the correspondent is honestly seeking 
the truth, which is doubtful, this clear ex- 
planation will satisfy him. But if he is a 
16 to 1 false ratio free_silverite, the truth 
will have no more effect on him than rain on 
a goose’s back. THE TRIBUNE has stated 
the facts plainly scores of times, but the 


only effect on the free silverites has been to 


anger them and cause them to abuse it. 
They are crazy to Mexicanize”’ the cur- 
rency of this country, and any opposition 
simply infuriates them. What they want is 
a debased standard which will furnish them 
cheap money to tender to such creditors 
as are not protected by specific contracts to 
be paid in as good money as they gave.

AT WORK UNDER GUARD. 


POLICE PROTECT NORTH CHICAGO 
ROLLING MILL’S EMPLOYES. 


Striking Heaters Make a Proposition 
to Arbitrate—One Furnace in the 
Finishing Department and One- 
Half the Furnaces in the Blooming 
Department Started with Workmen 
from Out of Town, Whe Are Board- 
ed and Lodged in the Dormitory. 


One furnace in the finishing department 
and one-half of the furnaces in the blooming 
department of the North Chicago rolling 
mills, after a week’s idleness, were started 
yesterday morning by the Universal Con- 
struction company under an armed guard of 
police and private watchmen. 

The strike was caused by the heaters, 
who refused to accept $2.50 a day, demanding 
$5. The heaters who had charge of the fur- 
naces yesterday were with one exception 
from other cities, and most of them were 
given thelr meals in the company’s “ board- 
ing house, and occupied the company’s 
fortified ‘‘ dormitory last night. 

If the heaters who were to have come from 
St. Louis last night reached the city, they 
must have left the train before it reached 
the Union Station, for a committee of strik- 
ers was at the station Sunday night and 
Monday to meet the men and explain the 
situation at the works. 

Night Sergeant Henning and nine patrol- 
men were at the works early yesterday 
morning at the request of the company to 
protect them frem any attack that might 
be made by the striking heaters or their 
friends. The men went to work at4o’clock, 
and at 6 o’clock they were marched to the 
cining-room, which the company had fitted 
up in one of its buildings. Not a striker 
was to be seen, and with the exception of 
two men, who were hoeing the family potato 
patches in the rear of their dwellings, all 
of the strikers were at home and in bed. 
Hardly one of the old heaters appeared in 
the vicinity of the mill all day, and there 
was no attempt to molest the men at work. 

According to the men at work in the mill 
yesterday things did not run smoothly in 
either the heating department or the roll- 
ing mill. Twenty-eight beams were turned 
out. a much smaller number than the or- 
dinary day’s output, and one of the meh 
who worked on them said last night he did 
not believe the beams would be accepted 
by the contractors. The men said they were 
told by tha foremen things would move 
more smoothly today. 

The old heaters, who have worked in the 
mills since boyhood, and whom the company 
is willing to hire if they will accept the 
rate offered, have authorized THE TRIBUNE 
to make a proposition to the company to 
arbitrate. They ask that three men, who are 
familiar with the iron trade, be chosen by 
the company and three men by the Amalga- 
mated Association of Iron and Steel Work- 
ers, and if these men decide, that the work 
the company asks them to do is worth only 
$2.50 a day, and the company cannot afford 
to pay over that amount under existing busi- 
ness conditions, they will go to work at the 
rate the company offers without a murmur. 
The only condition imposed in the selection 
of the committee is that the members shall 
be familiar with the iron trade and the 
wages paid for the same work at other 
plants. They are willing also to have their 
wages regulated by future changes in the 
price of iron. 

The men who came from St. Louis under 
alleged misrepresentations by the company’s 
foreman will go back tonight carrying with 
them notices which have been put up by 
the strikers in the vicinity of the mill calling 
upon iron and steel workers and union work- 
men to keep away from the North Chicago 
rolling mills until the trouble is ended. 

The men say Superintendent Heron has 
refused to have any more conferences with 
them. The representatives of the company 
refused to talk yesterday further than to ac- 
knowledge through the Superintendent that 
the company was trying hard to get compe- 
tent heaters. 


ALL READY FOR THE SANGERFEST. 


Dubuque Society Expends $12,000 for 
a Coming Event. 

Dubuque, Ia., June 22.—All the arrange- 
ments have been completed for the North- 
western Singerfest, to be held in this city 
July 24 and 25. Sitngerfest Hall, the largest 
entertainment hall in the State, built espe- 
cialy for this occasion, is completed. It has 
a seating capacity of 4,000 and a stage large 
enough to accommodate the grand chorus of 
1,200 in which German singing societies 
from all over the Northwest will be repre- 
sented. This chorus has been in training 
for two years. Bach's orchestra of Milwau- 
kee will be the leading attraction, while 
famous soloists from various parts of the 
country will take part in the program. The 
Dubuque society has expended $12,000 in 
preparing for the fest. 


Insurance Commissioner Higgins of California, 
in his twenty-eighth annual report, just issued, 
discusses in an interesting way the rate war 
which hes been causing the companies doing busi- 
ness on the coast a great deal of trouble during 
the last two years. He believes the rates in San 
Francisco were too high before the compact was 
dissolved. In regard to the agreement which is 
proposed for the coast, the Commissioner says: 

Jam of the opinion that if the present idea in 
forming a compact is carried out the old practices 
of underhand rate-cutting will be indulged in. 
and all the discrimination between properties 
equally hazardous will be continued. The most 
marked effect of this war so far. aside from the 
favorable rates obtained in large cities. is the 
breaking up of general agencies and throwing out 
of employment in San Francisco a great many 
faithful men. 

A mecting of the Excepted Cities Committee of 
the Union has been called for today at Cincinnati. 
The violation of the local board rule limiting com- 
missions of subagents to 10 and 20 per cent wil! 
be considered. A large majority of the Cincinnati 
underwriters have confessed to the violation of 
the rule, and all the members are undoubtedly 
guilty. The Chicago board affixes a penalty of 
$100 for agents of the first and second class. and 
$50 for agents of the third class for the violation 
of a similar rule. The fines will probably be re- 
mitted, and the agents will agree not to violate 
the rule again.

As a witness before the Civil Service Com- 
mission yesterday Eaton had refused to an- 
swer some questions on the ground that it 
might incriminate himself, but that tacit 
admission of wrong doing was not the only 
damaging evidence secured from him. He 
admitted he had been acting as financial 
agent for the man who secured his appoint- 
ment, ex-Ald.

Eaton admitted turning Maxfield’s 
small share of the pay over to him. He 
thought Dana got $5 for the use of his name, 
but Merchant kept $5. 

Eaton will also have an opportunity of ex- 
Plaining to a grand jury why Street Paving 
Inspector W. 8. Kroessen was paid for 
twenty days’ work inspecting one block of 
paving, when the general inspector’s report 
allowed him only five days’ time. Eaton 
was also shown to have loaned money to city 
employés at 10 per cent a month, on the good 
security of orders for money they had al- 
ready earned from the city. 

Ex-Ald. Merchant Involved. 

Ex-Ald. Merchant was wanted by the com- 
Mission yesterday, but he kept out of the 
way of its subpcena and the Commissioners 
fear he may continue to do so. Gilbert Max-

ANOTHER POOL-ROOM IS EXPOSED. 


This One Is Located on the Fourth 
Floor of No. 125 Dearborn Street— 
Doors Are Strongly Guarded. 


THE TRIBUNE’s investigations yesterday 
brought to light the existence of another 
large pool-room on the fourth floor of No. 125 
Dearborn street. There are four rooms de- 
voted to the business—Nos. 403, 404, 405, and 
406—and judging from the flow of people in 
and out of the place yesterday afternoon it 
must be doing a thriving business. 

The entrance is through Room 406 on the 
west side of the building, where a sign on the 
glass door announces that stocks are bought 
and sold on commission. By this door there 
stood a husky-looking fellow whose de- 
meanor indicated that he was not prepared 
to parley much with any stranger who 
Sought to gain admittance—and he didn't. 
Those whom he knew he readily passed 
through the door, but when a stranger ap- 
pr ed he was gruffly told that he could 
not come in, and if he failed to take the hint 
and attempted to walk in he was uncere- 
moniously hustled out. 

But this was merely the outer room he was 
guarding, and by the door on the north side 
of this room, which led into Room 406, there 
stood another man who also subjected every 
incomer to a careful scrutiny before he per- 
mitted him to pass to the inner sanctum 
where the game was on. 

Rooms 404 and 405, which are large rooms, 
are practically one room, and here the gam- 
bling was conducted. There were several 
rows of chairs leading across the room, and 
they were filled with eager players. The 
place, which is supposed to be run by Smith 
& Perry, is conducted with 5 secrecy, 
and it numbers among its patrons men who 
seldom frequent the other pool-rooms. 

The latter were, as a rule, in operation 
yesterday, although rendered uneasy by THE 
TRIBUNE'S exposure. Every precaution was 
taken to admit only the regular habitués, 
or those known to be all right by the pro- 
prietors or employés. 

Two or three men guarded the outer doors 
at Smith & Perry’s, No. 119 Clark street.

The blacklist of railroad men who were 
concerned in the American Railway Union 
strike of 1894, if there ever was one, has been 
broken. This announcement was made 
yesterday by Lawyer Strong, who is attorney 
for the men who assert they were black- 
listed, and by some of the men themselves. 

I believe the blacklist is at an end,” said 
Mr. Strong yesterday. “ At least one of the 
roads, the Burlington, has broken the black- 
list and is making an effort to reémploy 
many of the men who were discharged or 
quit work during the strike of 1894, and who 
have been refused employment repeatedly 
since by the Burlington and all other Chicago 
roads. In my opinion, this is done to avoid 
suits of the kind I am bringing. 

„I have advised several of my clients to 
abandon suit when they show they are em- 
ployed by some railroad. I think the Rock 
Island has taken back several old men re- 
cently, but the other roads are obstinate. 

understand the Burlington is dis- 
charging men employed under contract in 
1894 to make room for old men. As I under- 
stand it the Burlington employed men at 


that time on two-year contracts, reserving | 


the right to discharge them on thirty days’ 
notice. These notices are being served gen- 
erally I am told by men who have received 
them.“ 

From another source it was learned that 
Herbert and John Letters, who were .yard- 
masters for the Burlington during the strike, 
and who were discharged and never secured 
railway employment, have both received in- 
vitations to return to work for the Burling- 
ton, but having engaged in other business 
declined. 

When Herbert Letters was seen yesterday 
he said the Burlington had offered to re- 
employ him, but that he was in other busi- 
ness and refused the offer. 

Henry Callam, a switehman, said he was 
blacklisted by the Rock Island road. Last 
Friday he told Lawyer Strong the Rock 
Island had sent him a letter, and that when 
he called in response to it he was offered 
his old job. He was advised to go to work 
and drop his suit, which he did. 

General Manager W. C. Brown of the Bur- 
lington system is at Red Oak, Ia., and there 
was no one at the Burlington office yesterday 
who Was willing to discuss the methods fhat 
read had adopted in employing new men or 
discharging others. At the office of the 
Superintendent of Terminals it was declared 
no discrimination was made in the employ- 
ment of men. 

At the general attorney’s office of the 
Milwaukee and St. Paul, Mr. Keeling said: 
“This road had little trouble during the 
strike. Our employés we have found to be 
loyal and we do not fear trouble from 
blacklisting sults. As a matter of fact we 
have received no summons in any such 
case. I am certain, so far as ] am con- 
cerned, that the St. Paul had no blacklist— 
never had one, and therefore could not take 
steps to break it.“ 

Attorney Strong said yesterday he in- 
tended to ask leave of the court to file 
fourteen of the eighty suits for as many 
complainants as poor persons, as that num- 
ber of his clients were unable to furnish 
money for bringing this action, the ex- 
penses being $11 in each case. 

John Reston, an empleyé of the Illinois 
Central railroad, complains that his name 
was placed among the blacklisted as pub- 
lished yesterday. He says he never has 
been blacklisted and has not been out of 
employment. 


PANHANDLE EMPLOYES ARE CHAGRINED 


They Thought They Were to Haul 
President Cleveland, but It Turned 
Out to Be President Roberts. 


They were to have seen the President. 
They were to have had the honor of enter- 
taining him in their best cars. Their cars 
were to have been decorated with gay bunt- 
ing and surrounded by crowds of people. 
The most prominent of them were to have 
their pictures printed in the newspapers. 

These visions have been entertained the 
last two days by several employés of the 
Panhandle railroad, and there has been a 
keen rivalry among them to secure places on 
the President’s special train. For the Presi- 
dent was scheduled to pass through Chicago. 
Only a few were let into the secret. It was 
to be carefully guarded, and no inkling of it 
was to be given to any one—above all to 
newspaper men, 

This commotion was caused by the receipt 
of a notice in the local offices of the Pan- 
handle road to prepare to haul a special train 
out of the city at 10 o’clock this morning. 
The officials sent for an engineer and a 
fireman to come from Logansport, Ind. 
They told the roundhouses here to have ev- 
erything in readiness to carry the President. 

Could there be but one interpretation 
placed on this order? Wasn't it the most 
natural thing in the world that the employés 
should believe confidently the President of 
the United States was referred to? 

At any rate, that is what they did believe, 
and they came into THE TRIBUNE office yes- 
terday to tell it. 

But on investigation the story was ex- 
ploded, and there is mortification and cha- 
grin in the roundhouse of the Panhandle 
railroad. 

However, there is a President in the city. 
He is George B. Roberts, President of the 
Pennsylvania system, and it was he of whom 
the notice was really intended to tell.
